According to dispatches from Roane Pope 
Leo, after the recent ceremony of opening 
the holy door at St. Peter’s, publicly indi- 
cated to the assemblage that he desire: 
Cardinal Girolamo Maria Gotti, prefect of 
the congregation of indulgences and sa- 
cred relics, as his successor. ‘ 

It is hard to tell how the candidature 
of Cardinal Gotti sprang into existence. 
He is a monk of the barefooted Carme'i- 
lite order and is as Ligurian as Pope Ju- 
lius IT. He displayed diplomatic qualities 
of the highest order in the mission to 
Brazil confided to him by Leo XIII. In 
that country, in addition to the conflict 
going on between the civil and religions 
authorities, the church was In considerable 
danger on account ofthe lack of disci- 
pline which prevailed among the clergy and 
the ep'scopate. To the great astonishment 
of every one the Pope selected the superior 
vf the barefooted Carmellites, who hap- 
pened to be Father Gotti, to put an end 
to disorder and re-establish harmony be- 
tween the religious and civil powers. 

Father Gotti in two or three years tri- 
umphed over all difficulties, and his suc- 
cess Was so complete that on his return ihe 
Holy Father decreed him a cardinal’s 
hat. He has already a small court formed 
of those who believe his success probable, 
who honor him as though he were already 
elected. But he does not take much notice 
of these flatterers 
Cardinal Gotti wae born in Genoa March 


29, 1834. In his ear!'y youth he joined the 
Discalced Carmelite Order, and after con- 
cluding his etudies with distinguished suc- 
cess was ordained priest and transferred to 
the mother house of that order at Santa 
Maria della Scala, Rome, to take up cer- 
tain administrative functions there.

NEW LIGHTS AND ELEVATORS 


Secretary Gage Wants to Do a Good 
Job With the St. Louis Postoffice 
Renovation. 


The Post-Dispatch’s *crusade for the 
cleaning and improvement of the 8t. Louls 
Federal building is rapidly bearing addi- 
tional fruit. Money to wash the exterior 
of the buiidi has already been provided, 
and it is probable that funds to provide 
a new electric ight and heating plant and 
new elevators will soon be appropriated. 

Secretary of the Treasury Gage has for- 
warded to Congress a request for this ap- 
propriation. In his request he outlines 
the needs of the building and asks: that 
$26,000 be provided for new boilers and 
$23, for a new elevator equipment. He 
sponaes ;the meeds of the buliding as fol- 
ows: 

“To prevent the wastefulness of the pres- 
ent methods and to secure the economy 
outlined above, there would be u‘red 
four high-pressure boilers, six exhaust 
heaters and certain changes in the present 
steam piping, the cost of which, based 
upon b-dg received recently for similar 
work in the custom house building at Cin- 
cinnati, O., would approximate $25,000. The 
cost of the elevator equipment, such as 
should supersede the present one, based 
upon bids actually received for similar 
work, would be , 000. 

“A moderate estimate of the annual sav- 
ing to be effected by the proposed equlp- 
ment (in connection with {mprovement of 
the electric I'ght plant contemplated by the 
office of the chief clerk and superinten- 
dent) will be as follows: Fuel, $5000; labor, 
$3000; total, $8000.

Stephen A. Gore, one of the oldest citi- 
zens of St. Louls, died Monday afternoon 
while eating New Year’s dinner with his 
family at the residence of his two sons, 
Charles H. and Stephen A. Gore, 4257. Mc- 


Pherseon avenue,. There were no premoni- 
tions of death. Toward the close of the 
meal, throughout which Mr. Gore had 
seemed in excellent health and spirits, he 
suddenly leaned his head forward and 
gasped. Before he could be liftéd from his 
chair he was dead.

Since that time Mr. Gore haa lived 
upon the ample fortune which he had ac- 
cuntulated. e had married the daughter 
of his partner in the early days, and short- 
ly after the war her health demanded 
great share of his attention. He was a 
constant and devoted husband, and up to 
the time of his death loved to be at home 
near the fireside: At times he traveled 
with the members of his family, but of late 
years has made his home with hig son.
